printed schedules and publicity. 
By EMERGENCY PREPAREDNESS. FWRC members - continued their 
participation in the National Traffic System. About a dozen club 
members are regular participants in both CW and SSB traffic nets. 

Joe Knight, WB9PXT, is a FWRC member and Allen County EC. 
Joe presented a program at the regular club meeting in May on the 
reorganization of the Allen County Sheriff's Emergency Operating 
Center and its effect on the amateur communications performed at 
EOC. Joe also showed the new video, "At Any Moment." 

FWRC upgraded its power distribution trailer this year prior 
to Field Day. The trailer is used to regulate and distribute AC 
power from a portable generator to multiple loads. The trailer is 
used annually in our Field Day exercise and is available for 
emergency use. 

FWRC purchased new coax in June 1984 for our emergency 
antennas which are maintained for Field Day and emergency use 


C. TRAINING. Code and Theory Classes were held for Novice 
Technician and General Class licenses in November 1983 and March 
1984. Each session had about 48 participants. Classes for 
Advanced and Extra were offered in November but were not held 
due to lack of applicants. 

The club's Elmer program continued with several new members 
being helped. 


D, TECHNICAL ACTIVITIES. The July 1983 meeting program featured a 
discussion/demonstration on the use of the VIC-28 computer with 
the local two meter message storage/mailbox system in operation 
here. 

Several articles appeared in the club newsletter which 
covered tehnical topics. Two of these are attached as examples.

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VOLUNTEER EXAMINATIONS IRCC BISON 

The new Volunteer Examiner Program is now in effect; 
however, at the present time, there will be no volunteer tests 
given except for Novice tests since there is now no Volunteer 
Examiner Coordinator. In a recent discussion with FCC, only one 
application has been received from a group covering Alaska. The 
Dayton ARA is planning to become a VEC to cover 8-land. 

ARRL is drafting their request and another "national 
educational" institution is considering becoming a VEC. In 
addition, the Indiana Radio Club Council, IRCC, is ‘also 
considering VEC status for 9-land and is investigating the 
possibilities. 

An IRCC committee was appointed at the October meeting to 
determine if IRCC should apply for VEC status. According to the 
committee finding, costs seems to be within reach...especially 
since the Indianapolis Hamfest Committee has indicated that it 
would help IRCC cover costs. The IRCC approach would be to team 
up with clubs in Illinois and Wisconsin to provide region-wide 
coverage. 

The largest stumbling block appears to be with the day-to- 
day administration of the program. It would require about 4 
hours each week and would have to be a daily effort to handle 
incoming mail. The idea would be for one of the Indiana member 
clubs to assume the responsibility for administering the 
program. An assigned individual would keep all records for FCC. 
The club and individual would be performing this function under 
a committee appointed by IRCC, which would be the actual VEC. 

There are many clubs who have retired persons who could 
spend the time to do the work. It would greatly enhance the 
status of the club in its community. 

IRCC will receive a recommendation from its committee as 
to a course of action. This will be voted on and action will be 
taken to apply for VEC status (if that is the decision). 

The next IRCC meeting is in early April.

The advent of solid state devices into the ham shack has 
resulted in improved equipment. However, these devices are very 
Sensitive to static discharges and over-voltage (transistors 
make dandy fuses!). It is therefore Mandatory that surge 
Protection be incorporated into the ham shack and computer 
room. These surges can enter the equipment by both line 
transients and lightning strikes. 

A lightning bolt can induce charges into an antenna 
without directly hitting it. The damage to your radio can be 
caused both by high voltages and high currents. The voltage 
causes breakdown of the sensitive electronic components’ while 
the current causes thermal and mechanical failures. 

To reduce the probability of lightning damage one 
make use of: 

iy; A good outdoor grounding system for ALL 
antennas...both beams and long wires. 

2). Lightning protectors on all transmission lines 
and, 

3). Surge protection on house wiring. 

A well-grounded tower needs ground rods at least 8 feet 
long located at a minimum of four equally spaced points around 
it. Rods should be connected to the tower with no less than #8 
copper wire. 1/8 or 1/4 inch copper tubing is even better. The 
connection should be made to the nearest tower leg to the rod. 
Note that the diameter of the grounding rod is not as important 
as its length. Four foot rods are just not long enough to 
dissipate the charge from a lightning strike into the ground. 
Note that this is definitely one case where the old rule "more 
is better" applies! 

If you are considering a radial system to improve an 
antenna efficiency, bear in mind that the grounding system is 
of little help. The two needs are almost independent of each 
other. 

Line transient protectors in the shack not only provide 
protection against lightning-induced voltage swings, they 
ceduce problems from motor start-ups or fuses blowing. 

The old spark gap lightning arrestor that worked well with 
tube-type equipment has too high a voltage breakdown. That is, 
the damage has been done to your transistors before the 
arrestor begins to work! There are several devices currently 
being sold that have small, partially ionized gaps. These 
units, when properly installed, will shunt out the surge before 
it reaches the rig. Install Metal Oxide Varistors (MOV) on the 
power line, connecting each line to the grounding conductor 
(green lead) as well as from the neutral to hot (white to 
“lack. Units are available at various computer or electronic 
BEOLeS. 

The best protection is to keep the surge from entering the 
hack in the first place. The charge will leak to ground on a 
sell-grounded tower. For long wire antennas, using open wire 
-eeders, a large DPDT antenna switch can be used to ground the 
‘ine to a heavy conductor leading to an _ outside grounding 
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rod. If your antennas use coax, then a coax switch which 
grounds all antennas when not in use is the way to go. When 
your station is closed down, all antennas should be. properly 
grounded. 

Even with a good antenna grounding system, there is little 
that can be done to protect against the damage of a direct 
Strike. But by observing the above, as well as disconnecting 
the equipment from the antennas and power source, you can 
minimize the physical and electrical destruction. .

THE SHUTTLE TURNSTILE ANTENNA ~~ 


The August issue of QST (page 51) has an article on the 
recommended omnidirectional antenna for those Planning to 
contact the shuttle Columbia later this month. I built the 
antenna and tests ia Yvan? -congirm the omnidirectional 
Characteristics and overall performance of the design. 

f uséd 1/4 inch copper tubing for the antenna elements and 
a 2 by 2 for the mast. I used 209" long tubing for each half of 
each dipole. The reflector screen was made of aluminum window 
Screen on a lathe board frame. The screen frame is 46" square 
and is 6" from the dipoles. 

; I used RG-58 coax for the feedline and the phasing line 
and RG-59 coax (75 ohm) for the matching line. The matching and 
Phasing lines are 13 3/8" long. 

My antenna has a 1.1 to 1 SWR at 144.6 Miz and 1.5 Ota rak 
148 MHz. Using this antenna at a height of 28 inches above the 
ground, I am able to get into the .88 machine {rom Ossian with 
full quieting. No significant change in signal level is noted 
as I rotate the antenna 36@ degrees. 

Using the construction described above, 1 have ~ totaleof 
$7 invested in this antenna!

FCC APPROVES VOLUNTEER EXAMS 


The following info is excerpted from the October 1 W5YI 
Report. 

FCC has adopted a Report & Order establishing volunteer 
testing (both preparation and administration of exams) for 
amateur operator licenses above the Novice Class level. 

The purpose of the Order is to offset the limitations 
imposed on amateurs when they want to take license tests. 
Present opportunities are being restricted by budget and 
personnel cuts within FCC. In some areas license testing has 
dropped to once per year. 

The R&O, adopted September 22, provides for written 
examinations to be administered by three person teams who will 
report’to REGIONAL Volunteer Examiner Coordinators (VECsS). The 
big surprise is that FCC departed from their original proposal 
and decided to substitute regional VECs for national VECs. The 
regions will coincide exactly to the present amateur licensing 
call areas, 1 thru 6, plus the Pacific, Alaska and U.S= 
Atlantic areas. 

Specific requirements for the volunteer program are 
spelled out in the R&O. All Morse code tests and the Advanced 
and Extra Class exams will be given by a team consisting of 
three Extra Class licensees. Element 3 (General/Tech theory) 
can be administered by three Advanced Class licensees. 

FCC ruled that no expenses could be recouped by charging 
the people undergoing test. This is a key demand by ARRL. As 
things stand now,. all costs, including printing of tests imusc 
be borne by the VECs or the volunteer examiners themselves. 

Note that this Order has no effect on the newly adopted 
Novice testing procedures. 

Discussions between ARRL General Manager Dave Sumner, 
K122, and W5YI, indicate that ARRL is still interested in 
becoming the national VEC. According to Sumner, nothing in the 
R&O precludes a nationwide VEC and ARRL is. still definitely 
interested, Sumner does admit that the hangup of cost 
reimbursement must still be resolved. 


ED NOTE: It appears to me that not many groups will step 
forward to be-regional VECs for an entire call area. Many 
states have organizations like IRCC which could handle the job 
On a Statewide basis...but not an entire cal] area. : 

I believe that ARRL will end up being THE VEC and ARRL 
will assist Congress in writing legislation which will allow it 
to recoup reasonable expenses from those undergoing test (as is 
the case with other licensing activities such as driver's 
lieenses;,, pilot *licenses ,~etcy) . 

Overall ham _ radio will benefit by increased opportunity 
for testing and by the elimination of Dick Bash.
